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The EAC Conference — It sure was slick!

This past Thursday through 
Friday (March 25th & 26th), right on 
the LU campus was the English Arts 
Club's year-end multi-media confer- 
ence. Andforallofyouwhocouldn't 
make it — because it was held (rather 
inconveniently) on two important 
weekly pub nights (and so it hap- 
pened) on a gorgeous Friday after- 
noon in late March — blllppthhs! cuz 
it sure was slick! 

It has been the EAC's (Eng- 
lish Arts Club's) goal this year to 
create a bridge between the univer- 
sity and the Sudbury Arts Commu- 
nity. To this end, the EAC's confer- 
ence was intended to expose the di- 
verse spectrum of creative talents in 
our community, as well as giving 
students a chance to share their own 
literary, academic, and artistic pas- 
sions. 

The EAC's ultimate goal, 
however, for this (multimedia) con- 
ference was also to, might I quote, 
"thrust open the barriers which in- 
hibit students from experimenting 
with alternative mediums of expres- 
sion and communication, in hopes 
that these creative forms may pen- 
etrate into the academic norms." 

And to their credit, there 
was certainly some (rather self-in- 
dulgent) "thrusting" going on during 
this conference — performers, stu- 
dents, and professors shamelessly 
enjoying themselves. I don't know 
where the EAC scraped-up these 
"creative" people because they were 
spreading a pret^ potent virus around 
campus last Friday. I'm warning 
you, I'm infected and determined to 
give you a lick of what I mean. 

I'll begin with the Multime- 
dia Gala Performance which took 
place in the Fraser Auditorium Fri- 
day evening. For those of you that 
didn't attend "Elements of Fire", 
Canada's first poetry performance 
festival held at the Jubilee Centre in 
Sudbury last October, this was your 
second chance to experience some 
great "poetry performance". If you 
aren't familiar with it already, poetry 
performance isn't anything like the 
usual style of poetry heading. Along 
with text, it can involve interpretive 
and improvisational movement, 
speech, and visual display. 

Some believe that poetry 
performance is a 1990's fad. Alex 
Ferguson, an element in the trio/1 wo/ 
Love Vibe, the British Columbian 
Gods of Poetry Performance (who 
performed at Elements of Fire), claims 
that improvisation is an ephemeral 
art. "To commit an improvised poem 
to paper is to transgress the first law 
of orality: total service to the mo- 
ment." 

Ferguson tells us that in 
1995, for the purpose to experiment 
with improvised oral poetry at a 
deeper level, Awol cloistered them- 
selves in a monastery in Bohemia for 
a month where they taught each other 
invented myths and poems from 
mouth to car using only the medium 
of breath. Pretty cool! 

He continues, "we have dis- 
covered that improvised poetry is a 
kind of fecal explosion of the uncon- 
scious. In this act, we drop the whole 
belly of crap on the communal altar 
and perform an extispicy - the an- 
cient ritual act of sorting through 
fresh excrement for portents. To- 
gether with the audience, we extract 
prophetic knowledge from the verbal 



dung heap. The entire process is 
organic. In the end there should be 
nothing left of it but what is con- 
stantly being recreated inourminds." 
You might question their 
sanity (or your own sanity), but there 
is little argument about their per- 
formance ability. Three guys, three 
vocal chords, three minds, and what 
a brilliant racket! Ecstasy! 

There are indeed different 
flavors of poetry performance and 
Friday night's gala was a sampling of 
a few. Starring that evening were 
Roger Nash, Patricia Wynter, Melanie 
Marttila, Kim Fahner, and Rob 
O'Flanagan. The Master of Ceremo- 
nies for Friday night's performance 
was Karen Thistle who, despite an 
otherwise flawless delivery, couldn't 
seem to nail the pronunciation of 
"Your Scrivener Press." (Better luck 
next time Karen! :-) ) 

Roger Nash, a widely pub- 
lished poet and a professor of phi- 
losophy at LU, kicked off the per- 
formance with his well known cricket 
in a bucket poem (I'm told it's called 
Sermon from a Cricket in a Waste 
Basket) — a favorite among Nash's 
fans where the meaning of life (from 
thecricket'sperspective) isexpressed 
through the poem's oral aesthetic. 
From Nash's deep toned and rhyth- 
mic enunciation of this mix-match- 
hodge-podge of words, bits of words, 
and non-words, his cricket seems 
quite serious about what he is say ing! 
Nash also decided to take advantage 
of the space in the auditorium to do a 
little more experimenting with his 
voice by singing and chanting some 
other ofhis other great poems. It was 
obvious that the effect was not at all 
disappointing to his audience. 

Following Nash was 
Patricia Wynter, a guest performer 
brought in from Thessalon for the 
conference whose expertise lies in 
the field of creative movement. 
Patriciacommunicated even more ab- 
stractly with an incorporation of 
music, movement, dance, and visual 
art. To me her style seemed a blend 
of African and Jamaican traditions. 
Her piece was flowing yet upbeat, 
elegant yet primitive, deliberate yet 
free. Few in the audience, I believe, 
had seen anything like this before. 
Most, I can only assume, were as 
enthralled as I. 

Melanie Marttila and Kim 
Fahner, alumni, writers and (pub- 
lished) poets, as well as the co-edi- 
tors and pubhsh&tsof like-lemmings, 
a local poetry journal, also built on 
this improvisation idea. Along with 
their usual eloquent and personable 
delivery of their poems, tiiey both 
read outstanding pieces tttat they say 
began as freewriting exercises. 

Finally, Rob O'Flanagan, a 
columnist for the Sudbury Star and 
also poet/performer, entertained his 
audience with three dark disco-tech 
pieces which he created through, what 
he calls, "monkeying around" on his 
son's keyboard. Through an over- 
lapping of a powerful text, beat, and 
rhythm, these pieces depict and sati- 
rize disturbingly dark and self-indul- 
gent male characters. They do so, 
however, while enticing the audi- 
ence to indulge in the grotesqueness 
of these characters — as O'Flanagan 
himselfseems to be candidly on stage. 
Before pcrtorming, O'Flanagan rec- 
ommends to his audience not to take 
his pieces too seriously. 

The other half of the confer- 



ence took the form of workshops 
during the day. Having attended most 
of the workshops myself, I can attest 
to some more primal behavior going 
on. Shortly past 10am, from room 
L302 where LU's own Will Morin 
was giving a fascinating display and 
explanation of his multimedia art- 
work, out flew a raven guised human 
(female, I believe) cawing and bat- 
ting through the student's centre. 

Simultaneously, in room 
L239 was a workshop on Independ- 
ent Canadian Film being conducted 
by Sudbury Cinefest's Shawn Po- 
land. I was unable to attend this one 
but I heard it was quite good. No one 
mentioned any funny stuff going on. 

In the same room at I Ipm, 
however, Mr. Funny man himself 
Bill Sanders, who works in the LU 
instructional media centre, spoke 
about what it was like to star in the 
hilarious and erotic Eric Bogosian 
play "Pounding Nails into the Floor 
with My Forehead", which was just 
recently produced by the EAC. 

Furthermore, just past noon 
in the Thomeloe theatre was possibly 
the most curious scenes of all. Patricia 
Wynter was (successfully) teaching 
six eager students and one eagei" pro- 
fessor (not naming any names 
Laurence Steven) how to rediscover 
the joys of movement. And let me 
tell you, they were letting themselves 
go! Together, they were at times 
giggling and jiggling their feet in the 
air, snorting and snoring in heaps on 
the floor, and rolling about in a giant 
wavering (jellyfish-like warp zone) 
spandex. These kids also got to play 
in pairs with giantitibber elastics and 
the letters of their own names — 
though abbreviated. 

Along the same lines, but in a 
more theoretical (self-contained) 
way, Mark Elliot, an MA student at 
Laurentian University, delivered a 
workshop on art therapy. I heard that 
this one was also quite good. 

Dowm the hall CKLU were 
piepared to give a workshop on crea- 
tive writing for Radio, however, ea- 
ger Students failed to attend. So very 
sad ! Sony guys. 

Theeagerstudents were prob- 
ably in the lecture being given down- 
stairs by Lorraine Janzen Kooistraon 
Christina Rosetti's "Goblin Market." 
Kooistra spoke about the d i verse style 
of artwork inspired by this Victorian 
poem, paintings ranging in style from 
children's images to erotic lesbian 
ones! 

Right after Kooistra, 
Melanie Marttila(with the support of 
Laurence Steven, a English profes- 
sor at LU and publisher of Your 
Scrivener Press) led a practical dis- 
cussion about writing and publish- 
ing. 

Finaly, I should mention flie 
poetry reading dial kicked off the 
conference Thursday evening. Guests 
as well as professor Riddell's crea- 
tive writing class got toindulgethem- 
selves in sharing their favorite pieces 
to a captive audience. What an op- 
portunity for these writers! 

In conclusion, the executive 
members of The EAC would like to 
express their appreciation to all of the 
people who contributed to the suc- 
cess of the 1999 year-end confer- 
ence, notably the gala performers, 
those who conducted workshops, 
Kelly Smith (the secretary of the Eng- 
lish department and "helper" of eve- 
rybody) and LAMBDA. 



Ancient Greek Play Built 
for Modern Times

Trojan Women, translated by 
Gwendolyn MacEwen "is said to be 
the darkest play written by Euripides." 
Troy has fallen and now the actors set 
the stage in this anti- war classic. Any 
reference to the word "bitch" in this 
article is meant to be put in context of 
the play, as the term "bitch" is used 
quite freely. 

The play was done as a work- 
shop to give students an opportunity 
to demonstrate the skills they have 
learned throughout the year. For 
many of these students, it was the 
first time that they were on stage. 

Scott Hlusiak, a seasoned ac- 
tor, takes on the role of Poseidon (as 
well as a soldier, but he pretty much 
just stands still for that). As Poseidon, 
he shows his anger very well. "Ocity 
once prosperous! farewell, you ram- 
parts of polished stone!" Poseidon 
gives us the context, to which we can 
relate. The city is in ruins and if we 
look at WWII pictures it is easy to put 
the play in a modem context. Hlusiak 
has this kind ofthing about him. He's 
built to play gods and mythical char- 
acters. His stage presence is daunt- 
ing and is perhaps best suited for this 
kind of role. 

Hecuba, played by Nora 
Mirabelli, is really the star of the 
show. She put it all on the line and 
delivers. Her character is a decrepit 
woman that is (more or less) betrayed 
by her daughters. Mirabelli's deliv- 
ery is precise. Her quick wit on the 
stage is a testament to what can be 
learned in an acting class. For her to 
take Hecuba's character any further, 
it would seem as though she has to 
begin developing her own style. Still, 
she manages to drive the character 
further, especially when Hecuba is in 
a state of flux, not knowing if she 
should listen to the gods or if she 
should take another route. 

Colleen Burns played 
Cassandra. Itseems that Cassandra's 
role was made very difficult by 
Valerie Senyk because of an inter- 
pretive dance section. A nice touch 
on Senyk's part, as it adds modem 
theatre to an ancient classic. Bums 
pulled off the job magnificently. 
She's supposed to be crazy and she 
certainly looks that way as she jumps 
around, which leads into the dance. 
We are lolled into this sense that 
she's in a trance-like state from the 
gods, which looks false because of 
how clumsily it is executed. We 
know that she's been using her divine 
powers for ulterior motives and the 
dance reinforces that point. As well, 
the way she hits on Talthybius adds 
comedy to this tragedy. 

Speaking of Talthybius, Kevin 
McKay plays the role quite nicely. 
This stem character shows very little 
emotion. His lines are forceful, as 
they should be. It would be interest- 
ing to see McKay in a different role 
just to see if he is capable of playing 
something other than a straight-edge 
kind of guy. In this play, however, he 
is good. It would be difficult to go 
much further than that because of the 
character, Talthybius. 

Andromache, played by 
Stephanie Desousa, brings out the 
philosophy of the play. "Hear, O 
mother of children! give ear to what 
1 urge so well, that 1 may cheer my 
drooping spirit. It is all one, I say, 
never to have been bom and to be 



dead, and better far is death than life 
with misery." This line and the con- 
versation which follows brings out 
an important aspect of Euripides' 
writing. It shows, in part, how 
Euripides followed Anaxagoras' phi- 
losophy. Desousa's role is to further 
Euripides' philosophy which she does 
very convincingly. I'd give her a 
standing ovation, simply for taking 
on the role. She speaks of her own 
death and gives a great performance 
when she finds out that her son is to 
be killed. This role would seem to be 
the toughest to play and Desousa 
handles it like a professional. 

When I say her son, I really 
mean her son! The child is played by 
Nikko Desousa. He's a cute kid, too 
bad he had to die. (Euripides, you 
bitch!) 

Menelaus was interestingly 
done. I would imagine that Dave 
Anselmo's character was made for 
some comic relief (as is the case with 
Helen). Ifnot, we're in trouble. His 
beret was a nice touch. The character 
and performance were good for the 
most part, but at times it felt like he 
wasn't really in touch with the char- 
acter. 

Linda Odnokon dazzled as 
Helen. She was quite at ease and 
played "the bitch" so convincingly. 
Whenever I heard the words "Helen 
of Troy" before I always thought, 'oh 
god, not again ' . Now, I' II be thinking 
of Odnokon strutting around the stage, 
swinging her hips, and just being 
"cool". You can't help but laugh at 
the twist that Senyk and Odnokon 
gave Helen, a part which for some 
reason suits Odnokon in a strange 
way. Sorry Linda, in this case you 
make a damn fine bitch. 

Now for the chorus. For the 
most part, the chorus was effective. 
Every now and again, however, their 
moumful cries became unwarranted. 
The high and low point of the chorus 
was Andre Polsky. His femininity 
holds no bounds. It wasn't until he 
spoke that I went "Oh my, this is a 
guy!?". He makes a sexy woman, 
I'm afraid to say. This isn't to say 
that the female component of the 
choras wasn't good looking or any- 
thing, but wooohooo! Andre, you 
looker!

Letter to the Editor, re: Cordon Misses the Point 

Sudbury mayi>r Jim Gordon missed the point when he said at last 
Tuesday night's cits council meeting that "In the past three weeks, I've been 
very distressed about what's been said about the call-centre industry." 
"When I hear people say that call -centre jobs are slave labour, I'm offended. 
It makes us look like we've done something wrong. We've done nothing 
wrong We've done everything right." 

ITie controversy which has erupted over the past couple of weeks has 
not been directed ai the call centres per se. The call centres have been in the 
works for the past couple of years and while the wages in them do not 
compare favourably to the wages lost in the mining industry or even the 
public sector, the plan to introduce call centres has not given rise to 
opposition. 

The controversy around call centres began March 15 when Harris' 
Community and Social Services Minister Janet Ecker announced the first 
private sector workfare initiative in the Omega Call Centre. It is workfare 
that has been criticized by the Sudbury Coalition for Social Justice and the 
Sudbury District Labour Council. 

The workfare program of the Harris government and its related "Act 
To Prevent Unionization" of workfare participants were condemned last 
December by the UN Committee on Economic, Social and Cultural Rights 
as a clear violation of human rights and the UN Covenant on Economic, 
Social And Cultural Rights. 

In its report, the UN committee had the following observations: 

30. The Committee notes with concern that at least six provinces in 
Canada (including Quebec and Ontario) have adopted "workfare" pro- 
grammes that either submit the right to social assistance to compulsory 
employment schemes or reduce the benefit of social assistance when 
recipients who are usually young, assert their right to choose freely what type 
of work they wish to do. In many cases, these programmes constitute work 
without the protection of fundamental labour standards legislation... 

31. The Committee notes that Bill 22, entitled "An Act to Prevent 
Unionization", was adopted by the Ontario Legislative Assembly on 24 
November 1998. The Act denies to workfare participants the rights to join 
a trade union, to bargain collectively and to strike. In response to a request 
from the Committee, die Government provided no information in relation to 
the compatibility of the Act with the Covenant. The Committee considers the 
Act to be a clear violation of article 8 of the Covenant and calls upon the State 
Party to take measures to repeal the offending provisions. 

32. The Committee is concerned that the minimum wage is not 
sufficient for a worker to have .aa adequate standard of living, which also 
covers his or her family. 

Mayor Gordon should address the question of the introduction of 
workfare into the call centres and not raise a bogeyman to confuse people 
about the real issue. Every worker, including all those to be hired in the new 
call centres, has the right to choose freely what type of work they wish to do 
and the right to free association and the protection of fundamental labour 
rights and labour standards legislation. These rights are inalienable and 
cannot be taken away by any government. 

I am concerned with the support that our municipal politicians have 
given to the introduction of workfare into the private sector in Sudbury. 
When the announcements were made concerning the creation of the call 
centres in Sudbury it was implied that they would bring jobs, which if not of 
high pay, would be jobs on which a worker could base his or her future. 
Hundreds of unemployed workers have shelled out more than $2,000 each 
in order to complete call centre training in our local community colleges. 
Now we find out that these jobs are to be filled in substantial numbers by 
workfare recipients under terms and conditions condemned by international 
law, with the scantiest of training and the threat of being cut off social 
assistance hanging over their shoulders if they do not do everything they are 
told. 

Mayor Gordon should clearly state where he stands on the introduc- 
tion of workfare in the call centres and not distort what others are saying.

Even institutions such as 
banks are not allowed to alter the 
terms of an agreement without notice 
which parties enter into when a serv- 
ice is paid for. How can we allow the 
university to alter their agreements 



without notice? It appears that once 
again Laurentian has neglected the 
fact that its relationship with students 
is reciprocal. We pay for services 
they claim to provide, but do not in 
reality. 

The university should rethink 
the path they have cho.sen. Who 
would want to attend a university that 
has developed a reputation as an in- 
stitution that randomly drops pro- 
grams? 

Finally, what students will 
attend a university that offers fewer 
and fewer programs? If the univer- 
sity expects to grow it must add and 
support programs rather than drop 
them.

Dear Lambda, 



This is a rebuttal to the letter 
by "Stumped by the Block", printed 
in the March 18, 1999 issue of 
Lambda. "Stumped" had written to 
challenge the conceptual integrity and 
general relevance of "The Writer's 
Block" column of March 1 1 which 
espoused a formula for generation of 
ideas for essays and sundry academic 
writings. I am the author of that 
piece. 

That my innocent article pro- 
voked so incendiary a response has 
me rather perplexed and surprised, 
delighted, even. "Stumped" makes 
some grand inferences in his/her let- 
ter. However, I will comment upon 
four items in particular. First of all, 
"Stumped" challenges my dissemi- 
nation of ideas into a dualistic realm 
of kingdoms - "crazy" ideas and "vi- 
able" ones. "Stumped" sweepingly 
infers that my article asserts a "meta- 
physical proposition" that all ideas 
may be subsumed under these two 
headings.

I fail to see where 
criticism of discussion about the na- 
ture of truth applies when "truth is 
mentioned neither explicitly nor im- 
plicitly in the whole of the article. 
Again, I believe "Stumped" has mis- 
read the piece or misappropriated the 
conceptual framework. And to at- 
tack me with the accusation of being 
dogmatic with the weapons of two 
centuries-dead Immanuel Kant ("This

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Microsoft to Buy Catholic Church 



In a joint press release in St. Pe- 
ter's Square this morning, 
MICROSOFT Corp. and the Vatican 
announced that the Redmond soft- 
ware giant will acquire the Roman 
Catholic church in exchange for an 
unspecified number of shares of 
Microsoft common stock. If the deal 
goes through, it will be the first time 
a computer software company has 
acquired a major world religion. 

With the acquisition. Pope John 
Paul II will become the senior vice- 
president of the company's new Re- 
ligious Software Division, while 
Microsoft, senior vice-presidents 
Michael Maples and Steven Ballmer 
will be invested in the College of 
Cardinals, said Microsoft Chairman 
Bill Gates. 

■'We expect a lot of growth in the 
religious market in the next five to 
ten years," said Gates. "The com- 
bined resources of MICROSOFT and 
the Catholic Church will allow us to 
make religion easier and more fun for 
a broader range of people." 

Through the MICROSOFT Net- 
work, the company's new on-line 
service, "we will make the sacra- 
ments available on-line for the first 
time" and revive the popular pre- 
Counter-Reformation practice of sell- 
ing indulgences, said Gates. "You 
can get Communion, confess your 
sins, receive absolution - even reduce 
your time in Purgatory - all without 
leaving your home." 

A new software application, 
MICROSOFT Church, will include a 
macro language which you can pro- 
gram to download heavenly graces 
automatically while you are away 
from your computer. 

An estimated 17,000 people at- 
tended the announcement in St. Pe- 
ter' s square, watching a 60- foot screen 
as comedian Don Novello - in char- 
acter as Father Guido Sarducci - 
hosted the event, which was broad- 
cast by satellite to 700 sites world- 
wide. 



Pope John Paul II said little during 
the announcement. When Novello 
chided Gates, "Now I guess you get 
to wear one of these pointy hats," the 
crowd roared, but the pontiff's smile 
seemed strained. 

The deal grants MICROSOFT 
exclusive electronic rights to the Bi- 
ble and the Vatican's prized art col- 
lection, which includes works by such 
masters as Michelangelo and Da 
Vinci. But critics say that 
MICROSOFT will face stiff chal- 
lenges if it attempts to limit access to 
these key intellectual properties. 

"The Jewish people invented the 
look and feel of the holy scriptures," 
said Rabbi David Gottschalk of Phila- 
delphia. "You take the parting of the 
Red Sea - we had that thousands of 
years before Catholics came on the 
scene." 

But others argue that the Catholic 
and Jewish faiths both draw on a 
common Abrahamic heritage. "The 
Catholic Church has just been more 
successful in marketing it to a larger 
audience.," notes Notre Dame theo- 
logian Father Kenneth Madigan. 
Over the last 2000 years, the Catholic 
Church's market share has increased 
dramatically, while Judaism, which 
was the first to offer many of the 
concepts now touted by Christianity, 



lags behind. 

Historically, the Church has a 
reputation as an aggressive competi- 
tor, leading crusades to pressure peo- 
ple to upgrade to Catholicism and 
entering into exclusive licensing ar- 
rangements in various kingdoms, 
whereby all subjects were instilled 
with Catholicism, whether or not they 
planned to use it. Today, Christianity 
is available from several denomina- 
tions, but the Catholic version is still 
the most widely used. The Church's 
mission is to reach "the four comers 
of the Earth," echoing 
MICROSOFT' s vision of a "compu- 
ter on every desktop in every home." 
Gates described MICROSOFT'S 
long-term strategy to develop a scal- 
able religious architecture that will 
support all religions through emula- 
tion. A single core religion will be 
offered with a choice of interfaces 
according to the religion desired - 
"One religion, a couple of different 
implementations," said Gates. 

The MICROSOFT move could 
spark a wave of mergers and acquisi- 
tions, according to Herb Peters, a 
spokesman for the U.S. Southern 
Baptist Conference, as other churches 
scramble to strengthen their position 
in the increasingly competitive reli- 
gious market.

General Motors Introduces 
New Instant-Win Airbags 



With first-quarter sales sluggish 
and its share of the domestic market 
down 10% since 1993, General 
Motors unveiled a new instant-win 
airbag contest Monday. 

The new airbags, which award 
fabulous prizes upon violent high- 
speed impact with another car or sta- 
tionary object, will come standard in 
all of the company's 1999 cars. 

"Auto accidents have never been 
so exciting," said General Motors 
Vice-president of marketing Roger 
Jenkins, who expects the contest to 
boost last year's sales significantly. 
"When you play the new GM Instant 
Win Airbag Game, your next fatal 
collision could mean a trip for two to 
next year's Super Bowl, or a year's 
worth of free gasoline." 

Though it does not officially be- 
gin until June, the airbag promotion 
is already being tested in several cit- 
ies, with feedback overwhelmingly 
positive. 

"As soon as my car started to skid 
out of control, I thought to myself, 
'Oh boy, this could be it - 1 could be 
a big winner!'" said Cincinnati's 
Martin Frelks, who lost his wife but 
won $50 dollars Sunday when the 



Buick Lesabre they were driving hit 
an oil slick at 1 00 km/h and slammed 
into an oncoming truck. "When the 
car stopped rolling down the em- 
bankment, I knew Ellen was dead, 
but all I could think about was getting 
the blood and glass out of my eyes so 
I could read the airbag." 

"It's really addictive," said 
Sacramento CA resident, Marjorie 
Kamp, speaking from her hospital 
bed, where she is in critical condition 
with severe brain hemorrhaging and 
a punctured right lung. "I've already 
crashed four cars trying too win those 
Super Bowl tickets, but I still haven't 
won. I swear, I 'm going to win those 
tickets - even if it kills me!" 

Kamp said that as soon as she is 
well enough, she plans to buy a new 
Pontiac Bonneville and drive it into a 
tree. 

GM officials are not surprised the 
airbag contest has been so well re- 
ceived. "In the past, nobody really 
liked car wrecks, and that's under- 
standable. After. all, they're scarry 
and dangerous and, sometimes, even 
fatal," GM CEO Paul Offerman said. 
"But now, when you drive a new GM 
car or truck, your next serious crash 



could mean serious cash. Who 
wouldn't like that?" Offerman added 
that in the event a motorist wins a 
prize but is killed, that prize will be 
awarded to the next of kin. 

According to GM's official con- 
test rules, odds of winning the grand 
prize, a brand new 1999 Cutlass Su- 
preme are 1 in 43, 000, 000. Statisti- 
cal experts, however, say the real 
chances of winning are significantly 
worse. "If you factor in the odds of 
getting in a serious car accident in the 
first place - approximately 1 in 720, 
000 - the actual odds of winning a 
prize each time you step in a car are 
more like 1 in a trillion." 

Further, even if one is in an acci- 
dent, there is no guarantee the airbag 
will inflate. "I was recently 
broadsided by a drunk driver in my 
new Chevy Cavalier," said Erie PA 
resident. Jerry Polaner. "my car was 
totalled, and because it was the side 
of my car that got hit, my airbag 
didn't even inflate. But what really 
gets me is the fact that the drunk 
driver, who rammed my side with the 
front of his 1 999 Buick Regal, won a 
$1000 Office Depot gift certificate. 
"That's just wrong."

Sun Microsystems Sues Island of Java 

Sun Microsystems today filed a trademark infringement against 
the Island of Java over the use of Sun's Java* trademark. 

Responding to criticism that the Island has been called Java* for 
thousands of years. Sun lawyer, Frank Cheatam said "yeah, and in all that 
time they never filed for a trademark. They deserve to lose the name." 

Rattier than pay the licensing fee, the island decided to change its 
name. They originally voted to change it to Visu Albasic, but an angry 
telegram from Redmond, Washington convinced them otherwise. TTie 
country finally settled on a symbol fw the name - a neatly-coloured 
coffee cup which still evokes the idea of Java. S ince most newspapers and 
magazines will not be able to print the name of the island, it will hereafter ■ 
be refe^ed to in print as "Hie Island Formerly Known as Java*." 

Th& Island Formerly Known as Java* bills itself as a cross-landmass 
island, whatever that means. 

l^awyers from Sun would also like to locate the owners of the huge 
fiery ball at the center of the solar system.

* Java is a Trademark of S un Microsystems, Inc. Anyone caught using 
the trademark without permission will be beaten, flogged, sued, and 
forced to use Microsoft products. 

Volkswagon Announces Ghia Recall 

Volkswagon of North America announced today a voluntary recall 
of its popular Karmarai-Ghia sports car, model years 1959-1967. due to 
manufacturing defects that could lead to accidents. 

According to Apu Nahasapimapetelan, spokesman for Volkswagon of 
North America, the <tefect consists of an improperly welded cwpet- 
retaining button, which could come loose, causing the carpet in flie 
driver's side footwell to fall and lodge behind the brake pedal, thereby 
interfering with the proper operation of the braking system. 

TTie recall only affects cars which were expected from Germany, as 
according to Nahasaphnapetelan, the welds "appear to be weakened by 
exposure to salty an, such as would be encountered by those vehicles that 
were on a ship for extended periods of time. 

"This is an unprecedented move in the automotive industry, recalling 
vehicles almost fourty years after their date of manufacture, but it is a 
reflection of Volkswagon 's unflinching dedication to its customers' 
safety." 

'When asked why the thirty-five year delay, he said that the safety 
division at Volkswagon AG, the German parent company , had "misplaced 
the Quality-Control engineer as he was cleaning out his desk last week. 

Tte recall affects Volkswa.gon Karmann Ghias manufactured between 
1959 and 1967. Vehicle titles must be held by the original owners, there 
can be no significant modifications to the vehicles' interiors, and die cars 
must have less than 100,000 original miles on them in order fot them to 
qualify. Owners meeting these criteria can txing their cars their Volkswagon 
dealers, where they will receive all new carpeting and all the old welds will 
be cut out and replaced. 

Itjcre have been no fatalities or serious injuries to drivers as a result of 
these faulty welds, but several owners have complained about increased 
stopping distances as a result of brakes not going all ttie way to the floor 
when pressure is affiled- It is unknown how many cars will be affected 
by the recall.

But the makers of 
this movie have put a different twist 
on the traditional story, and have 
created a new enemy for Moses ' peo- 
ple, and one that almost seems per- 
fectly backwards for the setting: al- 
iens. And they're not happy aliens 
either, nor are they even just looking 
to probe a few people. No, these 
aliens are out to cleanse the surface of 
Earth and are starting out on Moses' 
turf. If it sounds like the movie is an 
Independance Day (ID4) set in Bibli- 
cal times, it is. And it isn't. This 
movie borrows enough from ID4 to 
make it interesting, but not so much 
that it's not its own movie. For exam- 
ple, a unique presence in The Elev- 
enth Commandment is of course God, 
who is voiced by Richard Roundtree 
(Shaft). God argues that he cannot 
intervene directly in the battle against 
the aliens, but agrees to help indi- 
rectly by carving a series of powerful 
spells onto stone tablets. To fool any 
aliens who might possibly get their 



slimy claws these tablets, 
God ensured that the spells 
seemed like religious tenets, 
or Commandments. God 
then created on a seperate 
tablet an eleventh spell, or 
Commandment, that would 
enable the bearer to unlock 
the previous Ten, and as such 
would have access to unim- 
aginable power. Moses' 
brother betrays him however, 
and attempts to get the Elev- 
enth Commandment to the 
aliens before the humans can 
use it, which is where the 
meat of the movie really 
kicks in. 

The Eleventh Com- 
mandment is a truly beauti- 
ful movie. From the incred- 
ibly gory and belie veable fight scenes 
to the spectacular special effects, the 
eye candy is well worth the price of 
admission. Even the stuff you've 
come to expect from Moses is here in 
full, digitally-enhanced force: the 
burning bush, the plagues, the part- 
ing of the seas and so on.

Peter Zorbas surpassed his election as a 
First Team All-Canadian by winning the LU 
Male Athlete of the Year title at the Athletic 
Awards Banquet this past Friday. The fourth 
year midfielder was also honoured with a gradu- 
ating award at the ceremony. His field of study 
at LU was Biomedical Physics. 

His accomplishments this season in- 
cluded the highest scoring of any midfielder in 
the CIAU, totaling ten goals this season. In 
addition to becoming an All-Canadian. Zorbas 
received his second consecutive OUA All-Star 
nomination. The Sudbury native was also the 
LU Male Athlete of the Week several times. 

Coach Greg Zorbas described Peter's 
performance this way: "He scored consistently 
in key and pressure situations all season.

It ' s too bad that you 
had to pick one of the four. It just so happened 
that I was lucky enough to get it," said Zorbas. 

"We had a good year as a team this 
year," he added, "A lot of people worked hard. 



My brother Jason, recipient of the Voyageur 
Award, was the most deserving out of all the 
people. He worked so hard, and it's good to see 
him finally get recognized. He's a real grinder, 
and I'm really happy for him. Also, Mark 
Hamilton he's been here five years, and he is a 
true Voyageur as well. I've played with him 
over the summer and he is a solid, solid player." 

"When we started off this year, our 
team was missing a few veterans, but we really 
came together as a team. Mark and I went to the 
nationals this year to see how good our compe- 
tition really was. We were ranked in the top ten 
all season, and we definitely deserved to play 
there. It's just too bad what happened in the 
early stages of the OUA Playoffs. We just fell 
short three goals right at the beginning, and we 
struggled to come back, but we definitely were 
there. It's just a shame the way the season 
ended." 

Peter's two brothers, Jason and Van, 
were also Soccer Vees. He spoke about the 
Vees and LU soccer this way: "Growing up, 
and watching them play when I was four or five 
years old, I've always dreamed of playing for 
the Voyageurs, and being one of the better 
players on the team. From that standpoint, I 
have achieved a goal for myself. I worked hard 
in the summer, and I knew what I was facing 
with my father being the coach. I had to stand 
out a little better because he was the coach. I 
really had to work hard, and I'm glad things 
turned out the way they did."

After winning two OUA Gold Medals 
and a Bronze to help the Nordic Vees secure the 
OUA Championship, Bronwen Davies was 
named the LU Female Athlete of the Year. The 
fifth year veteran was doubly blessed because 
her win marked a comeback from a 
dehabilitating broken leg that kept her off the 
trail for the entirety of last season. 

Her accomplishments at LU were high- 
lighted this year by a nomination to the OUA 
All-Star Team, and a selection as the OUA 
Female Athlete of the Week. She was also the 
LU Female Athlete of the Week twice this 
season. 

Davies is a native of Dartmouth Nova 
Scotia, and was a member of the Nova Scotia 
Provincial Nordic team. She is currently work- 
ing to finish a Master's Degree in Human 
Development. 

Coach Ken Sidney was pleased with 
Davies' performance this year, saying: 
"Bronuen skied great, leading the team to the 
OUA Championship. She has been real team 
leader and has helped keep the program to- 
gether." 

Although many thought that Davies was 
a "shoe-in" in for the crown, given her results, 
Davies was not as complacent. "I was really 
surprised to win the Voyageur Athlete of the 
Year. I thought I may have had a chance to win 
it, but I don't think an individual woman, 
especially not a skier, has ever won that award, 
and I was really thrilled to win it." 



When Davies was asked what it means 
to be a Voyageur, she responded by saying: "It 
means giving all that you have to Laurentian; 
training, competing, and performing at your 
very best. That's what I've always tried to do. 

"My team this year was the strongest at 
the OUA Championships, and competing 
amongst ourselves was the best thing for us. 
We were competitive in the preseason, and we 
always pushed each other throughout the sea- 
son. That was the biggest thing that led to our 
success at the OUA's this year. Diane Carlsson 
and 1 have always pushed each other as far as 
we could. Becky Laakso came on board this 
year and she was great. Allison Jeffkins kept 
me looking behind to make sure that she 
wouldn't beat me. She was definitely a very 
strong rookie," said Davies. 

"For all my time at Laurentian, other 
than Nancy Sweetnam winning a medal as an 
individual athlete, the award has always gone 
to a basketball player or another team sport. 
For that reason, I'm thrilled that it has gone to 
an individual sport this year," Davies added. 

Davies was also very thankful for the 
help that her coaches have given the team . "We 
had great coaches this year. Dave Battison 
coached us all the way, and Ken Sidney was 
also a great coach. We all pushed each other, 
so in that sense we all helped coach each other. 
It's just been great - winning OUA gold was 
good, but the relay was even better because it 
was a team event. TTiis year has just been 
fabulous," Davies said. 
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Women's Swimming 
Andrea Nicholls 

Andrea Nicholls was the only 
female swimmer to qualify for the 
CLAU Finals at the University of 
Guelph. She competed in three dif- 
ferent consolation finals, with a place- 
ment of third in the four-hundred 
metre individual medley, sixth in the 
one-hundred metre breaststroke, and 
fourth in the two-hundred metre back- 
stroke. 

Nicholls made no bones about 
the fact that the award was well as- 
sured. "This is going to sound bad, 
but I was expecting to win the NTVP 
award for the women's swim team. I 
was the only woman who went to 

crs." 

When asked why she had such 
a good season, Nicholls responded : 
"It was acombination of sixteen years 
experience, alittle bitof luck, abunch 
of good rookies to keep me on my 
toes, and things just generally falling 
into place this year. That's more than 
I can say about last year." 

"1 hajl a really good meet at 
CI's. 1 only had one bad swim, unfor- 
tunately it was the one event that I 
was hoping to do well in. It was 
technically my best event, but I 
screwed it up badly. I did get a 
second swim, and I should have been 
in the top eight, maybe even top five, 
but I blew it," said Nicholls. 

When asked if winning the 
MVP award was a vindication for 
doing poorly in that event, Nicholls 
said: "No. The vindication for that 
performance was actually the swim 
the day before, when I had a best time 
in the one-hundred metre breast- 
stroke. I hadn't done that since 1 was 
fourteen years old," she said. 

IVIen's Volleyball 
Alain Arseneau 

Alain Arseneau was elected 
to the OUA All-Star team after this 
season. He also received a graduat- 
ing award at the banquet. In addition 
to putting up g(xxl numbers, Arseneau 
was the team captain this past season. 
Arseneau was only slightly 
surprised by his nomination saying: 
"Being the only fourth year veteran 
on the team, and being one of the 
[OUA] All-Stars and team captain I 
thought that, although 1 had a bad 
year by my own judgment, 1 had it 
coming. Nextyearl'llprobablybeto 
t)c coming back, and 1 hope to better 
my performance from this year. 
Hopefully, In my fifth year, I can put 
up a really good season and help the 
team finish out in from. Right now I 
know that I've been accepted into the 
French teacher's college at Laurcn- 
tian, and if everything gix;s well it 
will be the perfect opportunity to 
make a ran for the CI's next year." 
Arseneau. like many athletes, 
showed a strong allegiance to his 
coach. "Kit [Lefroy], as I've told a 
lot of people before, has always been 
there for me - for any reason - aca- 
demic or athletic. He's Uxiking to 
rccmit my younger brother, who will 
hopefully be coming here next year. 
If everything goes well, things will 
be looking good for next year," 
Arseneau said. 

When asked what it means to 
be a Voyagcur. Arseneau said: "Be- 
ing a Voyagcur to me is being what 
I've been for the last four years now. 
It means dedicating myself to athlet- 
ics and schiwl, and working hard and 
training hard every year. It means 
being the best athlete I can be."

Ted Donglemans 

Ted Donglemans led the Bas- 
ketball Vees in scoring and was named 
the OUA East MVP this season. 
Donglemans was also third in voting 
for the CIAU Player of the Year 
Award, thus securing himself a posi- 
tion as a First Team All-Canadian. 
Donglemans succeeded in winning 
the OUA Male Athlete of the Week 
award once this season, and was LU 
Male Athlete of the Week several 
times. 

"I wouldn't say that lexpected 
to win this award," Donglemans said, 
"I was pleasantly surprised. We had 
a couple of guys that were definitely 
key ingredients to our team and I'm 
happy to be the one that was chosen 
by my peers." 

When asked who he thought 
stood out on this year's squad, 
Donglemans said: "Kevin Gordon 
was definitely the vocal leader this 
year.

He set new personal bests re- 
peatedly in that event, and he also set 
a new school recotxJ. Prieur's season 
was highlighted by a bronze medal 
finish at the CIAU Finals, and a nomi- 
nation as the LU Male Athlete of the 
Year. 

"I had a good year," said 
Prieur, "I was good at OU's, good at 
CI's, so it is good that people recog- 
nized that I had wwked hard, and I 
was rewarded for tiiat." 

Prieur was quick to offer his 
thoughts about the upcoming season. 
"My goals this year were high, two 
medals [at the CIAU Finals] - one in 
the thousand and one in the fifteen 
hundred.

He placed 
second in the consolation final of the 
one-hundred metre backstroke, third 
in the fifty metre butterfly consola- 
tion final, and anchored the men's 
four by two-hundred metre freestyle 
team to an overall finish of eighth. 
The relay result was the only non- 
consolation final that LU took part in 
at the meet. 

In spite of his good place- 
ments over the course of this season, 
Yong was despondent at)out winning 
the award. "Personally, I felt that I 
didn't deserve the award that much, 
so I would like to dedicate it to the 
whole team. I would also like to give 
it to the coaches. 1 feel that every- 
body else but me did a good job, and 
I didn't have that great of a season 
compared to what I set out to do, and 
compared to my goals. All of the 
people who set personal bests de- 
serve it more than I do," said Yong. 

"I could have placed a lot tet- 
ter than I did. All the events leading 
up to the finale were better. 1 was 
seeded in the top five for both of my 
events, and I just bailed out when it 
came down to it," he added. 

"My team really helped me 
stay sane. At one point in time this 
year, I was on the verge of just quit- 
ting, because I didn't see that 1 was 
going anywhere. I am probably my 
own worst critic, because 1 expect a 
lot from myself, and I didn 't meet any 
of those expectations. If I had met 
those expectations, I could honestly 
say that I would be a lot happier."

Lynne Perron is a fifth year 
veteran of the Cross-Country Vees, 
and is a graduating student at the 
Teacher's College here at Lauren- 
tian. She consistently had the highest 
performance of any of the female 
cross country runners at Laurentian, 
and was additionally recognized as 
an Academic All-Canadian at the 
awards banquet. 

"I'm very happy and very 
proud to have been named the MVP 
for this year.

It was 
a good way to cap off a nice five 
years," Perron said.

Pat Hillman was the highest 
placing Cross-Country Vee at this 
year's CIAU Championships at Wa- 
terloo. His finish of forty-third over- 
all was good for a placing of twenty- 
second among all runners from the 
OUA schools. In addition to running 
well at the final, the veteran of both 
the track and cross-country teams 
had good finishes throughout the sea- 
son. 

"I felt that my performances 
this season were good, and it feels 
good to have won the MVP award. I 
knew at the beginning of this year, 
that we were losing a couple of guys, 
so I had to step up. I wasn't a team 
captain this season, so I didn't have 
much of an impact on the pep talks, 
but I did try to encourage guys during 
the race by setting the pace, and keep- 
ing guys going," said Hillman. 

"I bombed at OU's, and fin- 
ished forty-eighth. When I finished 
forty-third at CI's, I thought that this 
was a better reflection on my pacing 
abilities." he added. 

Hillman had many people to 
thank for his success. "Rick 
[Carleton] gave me more confidence 
to run the distances, and helped me 
during workouts by pushing me. He 
helped me realize that I could run 
steadily. Also, Al [Salmoni], the 
women's coach was constantly there 
in support of us. Our trainers helped 
us out a lot as well," he added 

"My family was a big source 
of support. They came to watch me 
run at the London Invitational, as 
well as at CI's. Finally, I have to 
thank both the men's and women's 
team - the guy helped me during the 
races, and the women would always 
mn first, so they would cheer for us 
when we were running," Hillman said.

People won't just 
recognize me as the greatest player 
ever in Basketball; they will know 
me as the most well-rounded athlete 
ever." 

As for now Jordan is spend- 
ing countless hours in preparation of 
his big chance to make the PGA tour. 
He is usually the first one out on the 
green, and is almost always the last to 
leave. He has brought the same exu- 
berant enthusiasm and charisma to 
the world of golf that we recognize 
from his years as the NBA's greatest 
player.

When the Ben Avery Athletic 
facility was built no one anticipated 
such a large following outside the 
student community.
